THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Eaton  in  the  County  of  Car- 
roll in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Eaton 
on  Tuesday  ,the  sixth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same,  including  town  officers'  salaries,  town  officers'  expenses,  elec- 
tion and  registration  expenses,  expenses  of  the  Town  Hall  and  other 
buildings.  Social  Security,  police  department,  fire  department,  insur- 
ance, planning  and  zoning,  damages  and  legal  expenses,  Civil  De- 
fense, health  department,  vital  statistics,  town  dump,  town  mainte- 
nance (simimer,  winter  and  general  expenses),  street  lighting,  town 
road  aid,  town  poor,  old  age  assistance,  parks  and  playgrounds,  ceme- 
teries, interest  and  payments  on  debt. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  zoning  ordiance 
proposed  by  the  Planning  Board. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  if  necessary. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1350.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Special  Account  to  be  apphed 
against  the  cost  of  the  new  Town  Garage. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Eaton  Fire 
Department  to  collect  a  fee  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  inspection 
required  for  the  issuance  of  permits  in  compUance  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Control  covering 
the  installation  of  Power  Oil  Burners  and  Oil  Burning  Equipment, 
issued  March  1971,  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Control  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  installation  of  Power 
Oil  Burners  and  Oil  Burner  Equipment. 

Note:—  The  above  article  is  to  "up-date"  Article  1  of  our  pres- 
ent Oil  Burner  Ordinance  adopted  at  the  Town  Meeting  held  March 
12,  1957. 

The  N.  H.  Board  of  Fire  Control  adopted  the  Standards  set 
forth  in  the  NFPA  pubhcation  number  31,  together  with  certain 
"Modifications  or  Exceptions,"  March  31,  1971,  as  Regulations  under 
Chapter  153  RSA.  These  regulations  now  supercede  those  regulations 
adopted  in  July  of  1950, 


7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  empower  the 
Town  Planning  Board  to  approve  or  disapprove  in  its  discretion  new 
subdivisions  and  plats  thereof,  showing  streets,  or  the  widening 
thereof,  or  parks.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  article,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Town  Planning  Board  to  prepare  and  adopt  subdivision 
regulations  as  provided  in  Chapter  36:  Sections  21  and  22,  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955.  Upon  the  adoption  of 
such  subdivision  regulations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk 
to  file  with  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  the  County  of  Carroll  a  certi- 
ficate or  notice  showing  that  the  said  Town  Planning  Board  has 
been  so  authorized  and  has  so  adopted  subdivision  regulations,  giv- 
ing the  dates  of  such  authorization  and  adoption,  as  provided  in 
Chapter  36:  Sections  19-29  inclusive.  If  the  article  is  adopted,  it 
shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  issue  all  certificates 
of  failure  when  the  Town  Planning  Board  shall  fail  to  take  action  as 
provided  in  Chapter  36:  Sections  19-29  inclusive. 

8.  To  see  if  the  tovioi  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Bend  Road 
(so-called)  from  the  Freedom  Town  Line  to  the  discontinued  section 
of  the  Wilhs  Bean  Road,  subject  to  gates  and  bars. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  3  of  the  "Oil 
Burner  Ordinance"  by  changing  the  last  phrase  of  the  first  psu-agraph 
to  read  as  follows:— 

"  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed 
the  limit  for  penalties  as  set  forth  in  RSA  31:39." 

Note:—  The  ordinance  now  limits  the  fine  to  "not  more  than 
ten  dollars  ($10.00).  The  1969  amendment  to  RSA  31:39  increased 
this  penalty  to  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  and  the  1971  amendment  to 
RSA  31:39  increased  this  penalty  to  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00). 

10.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore this  meeting. 

11.  Polls  close  at  6  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Ehiring  1972  the  land  acquisition  project  known  as  "Shepherds 
River  I"  has  been  completed,  thereby  increasing  our  town's  open 
space  land  by  approximately  350  acres.  The  property  hes  along  the 
Brownfield  line,  is  locally  known  as  "the  Douglas  land"  and  finance 
ing  was  accomphshed  through  private  gifts  plus  a  matching  grant  of 
Federal  funds. 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  toward  the  completion  of  the 
final  step  in  our  open  space  program  which  calls  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  S.  D.  Warren  Company  property.  We  await  only  final  ap- 
proval and  receipt  of  the  required  Federal  funds  so  that  deed  may 
be  passed. 

A  current  project  —  for  which  we  have  the  greatest  of  expecta- 
tions —  entails  an  analysis  of  Eaton's  resources  and  land  use  suita- 
bility. This  analysis  is  now  being  made  by  a  team  of  students  from 
the  Department  of  Landscape  Architecture,  Graduate  School  of  De- 
sign, Harvard  University.  To  quote  from  their  proposal,  the  student 
team  is  using  "USGS  quadrangle  maps,  ownership  maps,  aerial  pho- 
tographs, soil  siuveys,  historic  information.  State  planning  informa- 
tion, and  any  other  material  that  will  be  helpful  in  determining  the 
existing  character  and  intrinsic  value  of  the  land."  Upon  completioo 
of  the  project  we  can  expect  to  receive: 

1.  Inventory  maps,  showing  such  features  as  existing  land  use, 
geology,  surficial  geology,  topography,  slope,  soil  texture, 
depth  of  bedrock,  depth  to  seasonal  high  water  table,  vege- 
tation, surface  water  system  and  visual  character. 

2.  Suitability  maps,  showing  suitabihty  of  the  land  for  foun- 
dations, septic  tanks,  recreation,  conservation  and  wild  life 
habitants. 

3.  Composite  maps,  showing  areas  best  suited  for  specific  pur- 
poses and  those  areas  not  suited  for  any  use. 

4.  A  color  slide  presentation,  to  be  shown  at  public  meetings 
of  the  townspeople. 

5.  A  vmtten  report  on  the  project. 

As  is  true  of  all  of  our  activities  to  date,  this  project  is  being 
financed  by  grants  and  private  contributions,  no  town  funds  being 
involved.

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ZONING  ORDINANCE 

ARTICLE  1 

A.  Preamble:  For  the  purpose  of  properly  conserving  and 
utilizing  the  lands  and  waters  of  Eaton,  promoting  the  health,  safety, 
morals,  prosperity,  convenience  or  general  welfare,  providing  for  ef- 
ficient and  economical  administration  of  town  aflFairs,  and  preserv- 
ing the  rural  character  of  Eaton,  the  following  ordinance  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  voters  of  Eaton  by  authority  of  Chapters  31  and  36 
of  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statues  Annotated  1955  as  amended  and 
by  every  other  authority  thereto  enabling. 

B.  Title:  This  ordinance  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as 
the  Town  of  Eaton  Zoning  Ordinance  of  1973,"  hereafter  called  "this 
ordinance." 

ARTICLE  II 

A.  Districts:  For  the  pmpose  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  of 
Eaton  is  divided  into  the  following  two  (2)  zoning  districts,  here- 
after called  "district": 

Village  (V)  District 

Rural  Residential  (RR)  District 

B.  Zoning  Map:  The  zoning  districts  listed  above  shall  be 
bounded  as  shov\Ti  upon  the  map  entitled  "Town  of  Eaton,  Zoning 
Map  of  1973,"  which  map  is  attached  hereto  and  made  part  of  this 
ordinance  and  is  hereafter  called  the  "Zoning  Map." 

C.  Master  Plan:  The  Planning  Board  shall  prepare,  adopt 
and  amend  from  time  to  time  a  master  plan  of  the  towni  as  defined 
in  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Chapter  36:13,  which  shall,  among 
other  things,  guide  and  accomplish  the  piuposes  of  this  zoning  ordi- 
nance as  set  forth  in  the  preamble  above.  The  Planning  Board  shall 
prepare  said  master  plan  with  all  possible  diligence,  and  in  any  case 
shall  have  prepared  and  adopted  said  master  plan  no  later  than  one 
(1)  year  from  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  ordinance. 

D.  Boundaries:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  boundaries  of 
zoning  districts  and  in  the  master  plan  are  the  center  line  of  high- 
ways and  streets,  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  watei-ways  or  bodies 
of  water,  or  where  such  boimdary  is  also  a  town  boundary  then  to 
the  limits  of  such  towTi  boundary.  Where  boundaries  are  so  indi- 
cated as  parallehng  the  centerline  of  highways  or  streets,  such  boun- 
daries shall  be  interpreted  as  parallel  thereto  and  at  the  distance 
therefrom  as  showni  on  the  zoning  map  and  master  plan.  Any  boun- 
dary within  ten  (10)  feet  of  a  propert)'  line  shall  be  considered  as 
the  property  line.  Where  no  dimension  is  given  on  the  zoning  map 
or  master  plan,  distances  shall  be  determined  by  use  of  tlie  scale  of 
the  map  or  plan. 
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ARTICLE  III 
INTERPRETATION  AND  APPLICATION 

A.  Interpretation:  In  interpreting  any  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance, it  shall  be  held  as  the  minimum  requirement.  Whenever  any 
requirement  of  this  ordinance  is  at  a  variance  with  the  requirements 
of  any  statute  or  any  other  lawfully  adopted  rules,  regulations  or 
ordinances,  the  most  restrictive,  or  that  imposing  the  highest  stand- 
ards, shall  govern. 

B.  Application: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  all  uses, 
structures  and  lots  within  the  Town  of  Eaton.  Whenever  any  exist- 
ing use  or  structure  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  at  the  time  of  its  enactment,  it  may  continue  to  exist  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI  hereof. 

2.  Commencement  of  any  use  not  listed  as  permitted,  as  a 
special  exception  or  constituting  an  approved  variance,  shall  be  pro- 
hibited after  the  eflFective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  IV 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  zoning  districts: 
A.     Land  Usage: 

1.  No  land  or  water  in  Eaton  may  be  used  for  any  trade,  in- 
dustry, activity  or  use  that  may  be  obnoxious  or  offensive  by  reason 
of  the  production  or  emission  of  dust,  odor,  smoke,  refuse  matter, 
fumes,  noise,  vibration  or  similar  conditions,  or  that  is  detrimental 
or  injiirious  to  the  comfort,  peace,  enjoyment,  health  or  safety  of  the 
community  or  the  immediate  neighborhood  or  lending  to  its  disturb- 
ance or  annoyance. 

2.  No  land  or  water  area  in  Eaton  may  be  used  as  a  junk 
yard  or  storage  place  for  unregistered  vehicles  unfit  for  use  on  the 
highway,  second-hand  unusable  machinery,  scrap  materials  or  any 
other  used  second-hand  articles  the  accumulation  of  which  is  detri- 
mental or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood. 

3.  No  land  or  water  in  Eaton  may  be  used  as  a  placement  for 
any  signs  except  for  highway,  safety  and  regulatory  purposes  and 
those  for  enterprises  conducted  in  Eaton,  and  in  no  case  shall  any 
sign  exceed  in  area  four  (4)  square  feet  except  as  a  special  exception 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  hereinafter  provided  for,  upon 
finding  the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the  neigh- 
borhood. Signs  which  flash  or  move  or  give  the  impression  of  move- 
ment, are  prohibited. 

4.  All  sanitary  systems  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  in 
accordance  with  standards  set  and  enforced  by  the  New  Hampshire 
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Department  of  Health  and  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and 
Pollution  Control  Commission,  whichever  is  the  more  restrictive. 

B.  Lot  Sizes  and  Areas:  Every  lot  shall  have  a  minimum 
frontage  of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  upon  a  state,  town  or  private 
highway  serving  more  than  one  owner  and  shall  be  at  least  one  (1) 
acre  or  forty-three  thousand  five  hundred  sixty  (43,560)  square  feet 
in  total  area. 

C.  Yards:  Each  dwelling  or  other  building  unit  shall  be  set 
back  at  least  sixty  (60)  feet  from  the  center  of  the  highway  upon 
which  it  fronts,  at  least  thirty  (30)  feet  from  any  property  line,  and 
shall  be  at  least  sixty  (60)  feet  from  the  nearest  adjoining  dwelHng 
unit. 

D.  Parking:  Adequate  off-street  parking  space  will  be  provid- 
ed for  each  use,  and  will  conform  to  the  following  standards: 

1.  Residences  —  Off-street  space  for  each  dwelling  unit. 

2.  Commercial  and  Industrial  Uses  —  One  square  foot  of  off- 
street  parking  space  for  every  square  foot  of  floor  space. 

E.  Maximum  Building  Height:  In  no  instance  shall  any  dwell- 
ing or  office,  or  industrial  building  be  over  two  and  one-half  (2y2) 
stories  or  forty  (40)  feet  in  height. 

F.  Mobile  Homes:  Mobile  homes  may  be  permitted  in  the 
Rural  Residential  District  under  the  terms  and  conditions  listed  be- 
low in  addition  to  any  otlier  terms  and  conditions  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen may  require. 

1.  No  lot  shall  have  more  than  one  mobile  home  on  it. 

2.  In  addition  to  compliance  with  state  and  federal  regulations 
or  requirements  a  mobile  home  shall  have  a  minimum  length  of  sixty 
(60)  feet  and  a  minimum  width  of  twelve  (12)  feet. 

3.  Sewage  disposal  systems  must  comply  with  all  requirements 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission and  all  local  health  and  other  requirements. 

4.  Mobile  homes  must  be  fully  skirted  and  placed  on  a  per- 
manent foundation  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  entry  into  the  munici- 
pality; all  mobile  homes  shall  be  less  than  four  (4)  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  application  for  a  permit. 

ARTICLE  V 
ZONING  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

A.     Village  District  Zone  V. 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  V  District:  (The 
District  shall  consist  mainly  of  residences,  community  buildings  and 
neighborhood  businesses.) 

1.     Permitted  Uses: 

a.  Dwellings  of  no  more  than  two  (2)  dwelling  units. 

b.  Neighborhood  stores  for  sale  of  goods  at  retail,  service 
establishments  providing  neighborhood  services  but  ex- 
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eluding  automobile  sales,  services  and  storage. 

c.  Public  buildings,  theatres  and  other  places  of  public 
assembly. 

d.  Accessory  buildings  and  uses. 

e.  Antique  shops,  restaurants,   oflBces  and  banks. 

f.  Production  of  goods  sold  at  retail  on  the  premises  such 
as  bakeries,  handcrafts  and  the  like. 

2.  Special  Exceptions:  The  following  uses  may  be  permitted 
if  the  Board  of  Adjustment  after  a  public  hearing  and  due  notice  to 
the  abutters  find  the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to 
the  neighborhood  and  that  in  each  case  it  has  an  adequate  water 
supply  and  sewer  system  and  meets  all  applicable  requirements  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

a.  Hospitals,  rest  homes  and  convalescent  homes  provided 
they  are  located  on  a  lot  of  four  (4)  acres,  plus  two 
thousand  (2000)  square  feet  of  land  for  each  sleeping 
room  or  ward. 

b.  Hotels,  motels,  inns,  cabins  or  other  transient  lodgings 
provided  that  they  are  located  on  a  lot  of  four  (4)  acres 
plus  two  thousand  (2000)  square  feet  of  land  area  for 
each  sleeping  unit. 

B.     Rural  Residential  District  Zone  RR. 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  RR  District:  (It 
shall  be  mainly  a  district  of  farms,  residences  and  woodlands.) 

1.  Permitted  usses: 

a.  Farms. 

b.  Roadside  stands  for  the  sale  of  farm  products. 

c.  Woodlots. 

d.  Stables  and  riding  academies. 

e.  Plant  nurseries  and  greenhouses. 

f.  Dwellings  of  no  more  than  two  dwelling  vinits. 

g.  Churches  and  public  buildings. 

h.  Home  occupations  and  professional  offices  accessory  to 
residences. 

i.  Commercial  enterprises  existing  on  the  date  of  the  en- 
actment of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Special  Exceptions:  The  foUov^ng  uses  may  be  permitted 
if,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  after  a  public  hearing  and  due  notice 
to  the  abutters  find  the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious 
to  the  neighborhood  and  that  in  each  case,  they  have  an  adequate 
water  supply  and  sewer  system  and  meet  all  applicable  requirements 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

a.  Veterinary  hospitals  and  commercial  kennels. 

b.  Restaurants. 

c.  Tenting  or  Travel  Trailer  areas,  providing  that  they 
are  located  on  a  lot  of  at  least  four  (4)  acres,  plus  two 
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thousand  (2000)  square  feet  of  land  area  for  each  sleep- 
ing/dwelling unit. 

d.  Retail  sales  of  antiques,  art  pieces,  crafts  and  handi- 
work when  an  accessory  use  to  residence. 

e.  Research  laboratories,  small  industries  employing  not 
o\'er  twenty  (20)  persons  or  similar  activities. 

f.  Hotels,  motels,  inns,  cabins  or  other  transient  lodgings 
provided  that  they  are  located  on  a  lot  of  four  (4)  acres 
plus  two  thousand  (2000)  square  feet  of  land  area  for 
each  sleeping  unit. 

g.  Hospitals,  rest  homes  and  convalescent  homes,  pro- 
vided that  they  are  located  on  a  lot  of  at  least  four  (4) 
acres,  plus  two  thousand  (2000)  square  feet  of  land  for 
each  sleeping  room  or  ward. 

ARTICLE  VI 
NONCONFOR^UNG  USES  AND  STRUCTURES 

1.  If  a  lawful  building,  structure  or  use  exists  when  this  ordi- 
nance is  enacted,  which  would  not  be  allowed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  same  may  nevertheless  be  continued  so  long 
as  it  remains  otherwise  lawful. 

2.  Any  structure  damaged  by  fire,  deterioration  or  other  cas- 
ualty to  the  extent  of  seventy-five  percent  (7590 )  or  more  of  its  re- 
placement cost  as  of  the  date  of  damage  shall  not  be  reconstructed 
or  used  except  in  conformity  with  this  ordinance;  provided  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  may  permit  the  reconstruction  or  use  of  such 
building  or  stiucture  substantially  as  it  was  prior  to  destruction  upon 
finding  that  the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the  neigh- 
borhood. If  for  any  reason  this  permit  is  not  granted  such  damaged 
structure  shall  be  removed  to  clear  ground  level  and  put  into  safe 
condition  within  one  (1)  year  followdng  the  date  of  damage.  Any 
time  after  the  expiration  of  said  one  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
may  cause  such  removal  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

3.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  completion  of  any  plans, 
construction  or  intended  use  of  premises  for  which  an  unexpired 
permit  was  issued  prior  to  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  ordi- 
nance. All  building  or  use  permits  shall  have  one-year  expiration 
dates  and  shall  be  subject  to  renewal. 

ARTICLE  VII 
ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

A.  Duty:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  hereby  granted  the  pow- 
er, authority  and  duty  to  administer  and  to  enforce  this  ordinance. 

B.  Permits:     After  the  eflFective  date  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall 
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be  unlawful  to  change  the  nature  or  extent  of  the  use  of  any  struc- 
ture or  lot,  erect  and  use  any  structure,  sign  or  building,  or  alter  the 
size  of  any  building,  or  relocate  any  building  (except  an  accessory 
farm  building)  in  any  district  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

C.  Remodeling:  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  remodeling 
or  repairing  where  the  purpose  for  which  the  building  or  structure 
is  to  be  used  is  not  changed  or  where  the  existing  exterior  walls  are 
not  to  be  altered, 

D.  Enforcement:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  recover  in 
the  name  of  the  Town  of  Eaton  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  all 
other  costs  where  it  prevails  in  the  enforcement  of  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  or  the  collection  of  any  sums  of  money  due  to  the 
Town  of  Eaton  tmder  any  provision  of  this  ordinace. 

ARTICLE  Vm 
BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

A.     Creation:     The  board  of  adjustment  created  by  Article  VI 

of  the  Land-Use  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  adopted  March 
10,  1970,  shall  be  a  continmng  body  and  become  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment of  this  ordinance.  It  shall  have  the  composition,  terms, 
duties  and  authority  set  forth  in  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated,  Chapter  31,  as  amended.  The  Board  shall  hold  pubhc 
hearings  on  all  cases  properly  before  it  and  shall  give  reasonable 
pubhc  notice  thereof  and  reasonable  notice  by  mail  to  all  owners  of 
property  within  200  feet  of  the  exterior  boundaries  or  property  in- 
volved. The  Board  may,  before  acting  on  a  matter,  refer  it  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  review  and  recommendation.  The  granting  of 
permits  by  the  Board  may  be  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and 
safeguards. 

ARTICLE  IX 

AMENDMENT 

This  ordinance  may  be  amended  in  accordance  vdth  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  31,  which  provides 
that  amendments  to  the  ordinance  shall  be  enacted  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  same  procedures  as  the  ordinance  itself. 

ARTICLE  X 

Every  legal  person,  whether  individual,  corporate  or  other,  shall 
be  fined  Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Eaton 
for  each  day  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  exists. 
A  thirty  (30)-day  grace  period  will  be  allowed,  after  official  notifica- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  before  fine  is  imposed. 
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ARTICLE  XI 

The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  eflFect 
die  vaUdity  of  any  other  provision. 


ARTICLE  XII 

DEFINITIONS 

In  this  ordinance  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

Alteration:  Any  structural  change  or  rearrangement  in  the  walls, 
roof,  ceiling,  floor,  beams,  columns,  exterior  architectural  fea- 
tures and  exit  facilities.  Alteration  includes  the  movement  of 
any  building,  except  mobile  homes  and  trailers,  from  one  loca- 
tion to  another. 

Accessory  Building:  A  detached,  subordinate  building  located  on 
the  same  lot  as  the  major  building,  and  the  use  of  which  is  in- 
cidental and  subordinate  to  that  of  the  main  building  or  use  of 
the  land. 

Accessory  Use:  A  land  use  located  on  the  same  lot  which  is  inci- 
dental and  subordinate  to  the  main  building  or  use  of  the  land. 

Building:  Any  structure  having  a  roof  and  intended  for  the  shelter, 
housing  or  enclosure  of  persons,  animals  or  chattel. 

Dwelling:  A  building  designed  or  used  as  the  place  of  residence 
for  one  or  more  families.  Any  multi-residential  structure  may 
contain  no  more  than  two  (2)  family  units. 

Dwelling  Unit:     A  dwelling  or  portion  thereof  designed  or  used  for 

one  family. 
Family:     One  or  more  persons  occupying  a  dwelling  unit  and  living 

as  a  single  non-profit  housekeeping  unit. 

Farm:  Any  parcel  of  land  containing  at  least  ten  (10)  acres  which 
is  used  for  the  raising  of  agricultural  products,  livestock,  poul- 
try and  dairy  products,  and  including  necessary  farm  structures 
and  storage  of  equipment. 

Home  Occupation:  Any  use  conducted  entirely  within  a  dwelling 
or  an  accesosry  building  which  is  clearly  incidental  and  second- 
ary to  the  use  of  the  dwelling  for  dwelling  purposes  and  does 
not  change  the  character  thereof,  and  in  connection  with  which 
there  is  no  outside  display  or  storage,  nor  emission  of  dust, 
noise,  fimies,  vibration  or  smoke  beyond  the  lot  line. 

Industry:  A  building  or  land  area  in  which  industrial  operations 
of  manufacturing,  processing,  assembly,  packaging,  finishing, 
treating  or  compounding  take  place. 
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Lot:  A  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  capable  of  being  occupied  by 
one  building  or  use,  and  the  building  or  uses  accessory  thereto, 
including  such  open  spaces  and  yards  as  are  required  by  this 
ordinar.ce.  A  lot  may  or  may  not  be  the  land  shown  or  described 
as  a  lot  on  a  recorded  deed  or  plot. 

MobiJe  Homes:  A  mobile  home  is  any  vehicle  used  or  so  construct- 
ed as  to  permit  is  being  used  as  a  conveyance  and  as  a  dwelling 
or  a  sleeping  place  for  one  or  more  persons,  and  provided  with 
running  awter  and  sanitary  facilities. 

Non-Conforming  Use:  A  structure  or  land  that  while  lawfully  oc- 
cupied by  a  use,  does  not  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  it  is  located. 

Parking  Space:  An  oflF-street  space  available  for  the  parking  of  one 
motor  vehicle  and  having  an  area  or  not  less  than  200  square 
feet  exclusive  of  the  necessary  internal  and  access  driveways 
and  passageways. 

Sign:  Any  devise  for  visual  communication  that  is  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  bringing  the  subject  thereof  to  the  attention  of  the  pub- 
lic. 

Street:  A  public  or  private  thoroughfare  which  affords  the  princi- 
pal means  of  access  to  abutting  property. 

Structure:  Anything  constructed  or  erected,  the  use  of  which  re- 
quires location  on  the  groiuid  or  attachment  to  soemthing  hav- 
ing location  on  the  ground. 

Travel  Trailer:  A  trailer  is  any  vehicle  or  similar  portable  structure 
intended  for  occasional  and  temporary  occupancy  and  having 
no  foundation  other  than  wheels,  jacks,  or  skirting  and  not  hav- 
ing external  connections  for  rtmning  water,  sanitary  facilities, 
bath  facihties,  or  toilet. 

Trailer  or  Tenting  Area:  A  tract  of  land  where  one  or  more  travel 
trailers  or  tents  are  placed  or  a  tract  of  land  which  is  used  or 
intended  for  the  purposes  of  supplying  to  the  public  spaces  for 
two  or  more  trailers  or  tents. 

Woodlot:  A  tract  of  land  available  for  growth  and  harvesting  of 
trees  and  tree  products,  including  either  unmanaged  tracts  or 
those  managed  as  tree  farms. 

Yard:  A  required  open  space  parallel  to  the  lot  lines  which  is  open 
to  the  sky  and  unoccupied  and  unobstructed  by  any  building 
or  buildings. 
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Yard,  Front:  An  open  space  between  the  building  and  front  lot  line, 
extending  the  full  width  of  the  lot,  or  in  case  of  a  comer  lot, 
extending  along  all  streets. 

Yard,  Rear:  A  yard  extending  the  full  width  of  the  lot  and  situated 
between  the  main  building  and  the  rear  lot  line. 

Yard,  Side:  An  open  space  between  the  building  and  a  side  lot  hne, 
extending  from  the  front  yard  to  the  rear  yard.  Any  yard  not  a 
rear  yard  or  a  front  yard  shall  be  deemed  a  side  yard. 

Yards,  Depth  or  Width  of:  The  depth  of  front  and  rear  yard  and 
the  width  of  side  yards  shall  be  measured  perpendicularly  to 
the  respective  lot  lines. 


ARTICLE  XIII 
EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  ordinance  shall  take  eflFect  upon  its  passage. 

The  Land-Use  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  adopted  March 
10,  1970  shall  be  repealed  upon  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
except  as  may  be  provided  herein.

A  REPORT  FROM  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Since  March,  1970,  the  Land  Use  Ordinance  has  aided  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  issuing  permits  for  new  buildings.  It  has 
served  its  purpose.  At  the  end  of  Town  Meeting,  1972,  amendments 
to  this  ordinance  were  discussed.  Later,  other  suggestions  for  its  im- 
provement were  made,  especially  by  the  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Department. 

Considering  the  proposed  and  recommended  amendments,  the 
Planning  Board  now  thinks  it  is  time  to  start  fresh,  using  the  best 
of  Eaton's  existi^ig  ordinance,  taking  out  parts  that  don't  belong 
there,  adding  where  desirable.  This  will  make  Eaton's  ordinance 
more  conventional  and  more  legalistic.  All  of  this  is  being  done  so 
that  Eaton  will  be  in  a  sponger  position  in  case  someone  tries  to 
break  down  the  town's  wishes  by  court  action. 

On  January  15th  and  February  15,  1973  the  Planning  Board 
held  open  hearings  to  discuss  a  zoning  ordinace  to  be  presented  to 
the  people  for  vote  at  Town  Meeting,  1973.  This  ordinance  is  in- 
cluded in  tliis  issue  of  the  Town  Report. 

Much  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  taken  up  by  definitions  of 
such  terms  as  "dwelling,"  "mobile  home,"  "farm,"  "woodlot,"  etc.  It 
is  expressed  in  the  language  with  which  lawyers  and  judges  are  fa- 
miliar. If  the  town  is  taken  to  court,  the  judges  will  not  have  an  un- 
conventional document  to  judge;  it  will  be  something  they  are  fa- 
miliar witli. 

Since  the  new  ordinance  is  a  zoning  ordinance,  Eaton  must  have 
zones.  But  Eaton  has  had  districts  or  zones  for  over  one  hundred 
years.  The  new  ordinance  merely  defines  the  districts  and  says  legal- 
ly that  the  same  usages  may  continue. 

There  will  be  a  Rural  Residential  (RR)  District  which  makes  up 
most  of  the  town.  There  will  be  a  Village  (V)  District  comprising 
the  more  thickly  settled  parts  of  Eaton  Center  and  Snowville.  The 
ordinance  states  what  is  permissible  in  each  district.  The  RR  district 
will  be  restricted  to  farms,  dwellings,  woodlots,  etc.,  with  other  uses 
permissible  by  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  after  a 
public  hearing.  In  the  V  ditsrict,  what  is  permitted  is  exactly  what 
is  there  now,  namely,  houses,  schools,  churches,  stores,  antique  shops 
and  most  other  types  of  buisness.  Other  uses  may  be  possible  after 
a  pubhc  hearing. 

In  the  meantime  the  Conservation  Commission,  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board,  has  engaged 
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the  services  of  the  Regional  Field  Service,  The  Department  of  Land- 
scape Architectijre,  Graduate  School  of  Design,  Harvard  University. 
The  Regional  Field  Service  program  enables  students  to  work  with 
communities  such  as  Eaton  which  request  assistance  in  identifying 
existing  environmental  characteristics  and  developing  criteria  to  de- 
termine the  carrying  capacity  and  estabhshing  the  best  suitable  uses 
for  their  land. 

After  having  met  in  Eaton  on  several  occasions  with  the  Con- 
servation Commission,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Adjustment,  representatives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Fish 
and  Game  Department  and  Soil  Conservation  Department,  the  Har- 
vard/Eaton team  presented  on  November  17,  1972  a  proposal  de- 
scribing the  work  they  will  be  doing  for  Eaton,  a  budget  said  a  time 
schedule.  The  team  is  scheduled  to  be  present  at  the  Town  Meet- 
ing in  March  or  shortly  thereafter,  to  show  the  progress  of  the  study 
and  to  answer  any  questions. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Board  feels  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  emphasize  further  the  need  for  a  master  plan,  as  defined  in  and 
required  by  State  Statutes.  Logically,  if  the  Planning  Board  is  to 
serve  the  Town  responsibly  and  eflEectively,  then  a  master  plan  must 
be  established  as  the  legal  framework  within  which  the  Board  can 
act  constructively  in  the  name  of  the  Town,  and  within  which  in 
so  doing  the  Board  will  properly  exercise  the  powers  delegated  to 
it. 

In  reality  the  new  ordinance  describes  in  legal  terms  the  way 
Eaton's  land  and  water  have  been  used  since  the  earliest  days.  The 
Planning  Board  believes  that  this  new  ordinance  should  be  enacted, 
and  that  only  minor  amendments  from  time  to  time  will  be  needed 
to  keep  Eaton  "like  it  is,"  and  that  this  is  what  the  residents  of  Eaton 
wish.  It  will  also  make  the  town  attractive  to  new  people.
